Calvin Coolidge, thirtieth 
President o f the United 
States, first saw the light 
of day in Plymouth, Ver­ 
mont, on July 4,

Hia parents were John C. 
Coolidge, 
fa r m e r

storekeeper, aud Victoria 
Coolidge, nee Moor, de­ 
scendants 
of 
American 
settlers, who carved out 
their homes on this con­ 
tinent one hundred years 
before the United States 
became 
a 
nation. 
The 
man who was later to rise 
to the highest post in the 
gift of the nation spent his 
boyhood as thousands of 
other country boys have 
spent theirs. 
He fished 
the 
V e r m o n t 
streams, 
where 
doubtless 
he ac­ 
quired the passion ferr the 
sport that marked him as 
an enthusiastic angler in 
after 
life, 
and 
did 
the 
hundred and one things 
that other boys do at that 
'happy period o f life when 
the world seems just one 
big 
playground.

did .young Cal dream in 
those days that fate had 
tingled him out for an hon­ 
or far above his fellow*.
